restore peaceful trade, remove the danger of 
Red inroads into China and form the basis for 
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Youthful Crime 


While the attainments of youth in the pres- 
ent generation are, undeniably, far greater than 
those by youth of any other era, it is startling 
to discover that the 16-20 group is responsible 
for more serious crimes in the United States 
than any other four-year age grouping. 


This is revealed in a research report, made 
public today, by Dr. William Draper Lewis, di- 
rector of the American Law Institute. 

At the same time, the report shows that this 
age group is responsible for a comparatively 
small proportion of the minor offenses against 
the law. The two revelations together are star- 
tling in that they tend to disprove the gen- 
erally accepted theory that the young people 
of this age, of both sexes, are usually arrested 
for minor infractions of the law and only be- 
come serious offenders in later life. 

The truth according to the report, that, 
while the population in this age group com- 
prises .only slightly more than 13 per cent of 
the total population 15 years old, or above, the 
group is responsible for from one-third to one- 
half of such crimes as robbery, auto-theft, lar- 
ceny, receiving stolen property, burglary, rape 
and the carrying of dangerous weapons. 

Tabulations of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation show that while youth was respon- 
sible for only about 12 per cent of the murder 
cases in the United States, male youth figured 
in 27.9 per cent of the robberies and female 
youth in 20.3 per cent. For burglary their re- 
spective percentages were 39. and 27.4: for 
larceny, 20.6 and 21.8, and for auto-theft, 49.9 
and 39.2. 

The offenses in which youth does not pre- 
dominate are such as assaults, embezzlements 
and fraud, violations: of narcotic drug laws, 
liquor law violations, organized vice, non-sup- 
port, drunken driving, disorderly conduct, 
drunkenness and gambling, sex offenses other 
than rape, and vagrancy. 

The national statistics are fully corroborated 
by the figures from the larger cities. 

It is a startling commentary upon the preco- 

ity of modern youth to realize that, in addition 

to hundreds of thousands of splendid boys and 
girls who promise a better generation than the 
present, young people yet in their ’teens are 
leading in the perpetration of the more serious 
criminal offenses.

The hogs root up the pea- 
nuts themselves and thus save the farmer the 
expense and labor of harvesting that crop. 

Commissioner Roberts makes a special re- 
quest that meat packers and grocery dealers 
join In the movement to increase the consump- 
tion of peanut-fed Georgia pork and pork 
products and points out that all major packing 
firms in the United States operate packing 
plants in this state, processing, in 1939. 1.000.000 
Georgia hogs fed, for the most part, on peanuts.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(4)— 
The number of certified civilian 
pilots in the United States in- 
creased from 22.983 to 31,264 in 
1939, a gain of 37 per cent, the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority re- 
ported today. 

The authority said 1,197 pilots 
have airline rating, 7,292 commer- 
cial, 988 limited commercial, 13,- 
452 private and 8,335 solo. Of the 
certified pilots, 902 are women. 

Robert H. Hinckley, CAA chair- 
man, said ‘‘the enthusiasm with 
which the work been taken 
up goes far to encourage us in 
the belief that 10,000 new 
pilots will be certified by the end 
ext June.”

Community

NEW YORK CITY.—The Democratic Digest, published once a 
month by the women’s division of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee, is undertaking a very interesting demonstration of how one 
can actually go about knowing one’s own com- 
munity. 

Mrs. Dorothy McAllister and Mrs. May Evans 
decided that public health was a good study point 
in any city or rural district. They invited a small 
group of women to join them yesterday in the 
District of Columbia health commissioner's office. 
Dr. Ruhland was away, but his deputy received 
the group. 

We were told first about the things which the 
department was doing that were considered im- “¥ 
portant to public health. The department can me 
show real results. For one campaign which it has *% Se fg 
carried and which is tied up with the desire to restrict the spread of 
contagious diseases, they are inspecting glassware and silverware 
in all the restaurants and soda fountains in the city. At first the 
number of germs found on glasses was extremely high, but they 
have brought it down so that many restaurants run below a hun- 
dred, where they once were up in the thousands. 

In the District of Columbia, the most serious menaces seem to be 
tuberculosis and pneumonia. Deaths from tuberculosis are, of course, 
far higher among the colored citizens. 

In the course of the conversation, it was brought out that, in 
areas where poor housing exists, disease rates go up in proportion 
low economic status’ of the families.
